COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


ALFALFA WEEVIL damage continues in several states. CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL damaging 
in parts of Kansas, Missouri and Illinois. (p. 429). PEA APHID requiring some 
controls in New Mexico, heavy in parts of Maryland and increased in Delaware. 
(p. 430). SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID building up in areas of New Mexico (growers 
treating in Eddy County) and appearing in south central and southwest Kansas 
where it could become a problem in next few weeks. LYGUS BUGS increasing on 
alfalfa in Arizona and appearing on small grains and alfalfa throughout most 
of New Mexico. (p. 431). ARMY CUTWORM present in alfalfa and wheat in Wyoming 
and cutworms, probably army cutworm, holding back growth of alfalfa in area of 
Elmore County, Idaho. THRIPS damaging in New Mexico and Alabama. (p. 432). 
GREENBUG increased in north central Oklahoma (some treatments applied) and. 
migrants reported in South Dakota. CORN LEAF APHID moderately heavy on barley 
in Eddy County, New Mexico. (p. 433). BROWN WHEAT MITE moderate to high on 
barley and wheat in Baca County, Colorado, and has been a problem in alfalfa 
and wheat in eastern New Mexico. (pp. 433-34). Overwintering mortality of 
EUROPEAN CORN BORER lowest in many years in Minnesota; 16 percent. ARMYWORM 
extremely heavy on oats in Baldwin County, Alabama, and numerous moths trapped 
on Eastern Shore of Virginia. (p. 434). PEACH TWIG BORER damaging terminal 
shoots of peach trees in Mesa County, Colorado, and heavy infestation appeared 
at Wawawai, Washington. In Alabama, pecans being damaged by PECAN NUT CASE- 
BEARER, TARNISHED PLANT BUG and MAY BEETLES. (p. 436). PEA LEAF WEEVIL 
damaging peas in Quincy area of Grant County, Washington. (p. 439). BOLL WEEVIL 
spring survival survey in McNairy County, Tennessee, showed 1,613 weevils per 
acre; a relatively high carryover. Female PINK BOLLWORM moth collected in 
light trap near Tempe, Maricopa County, Arizona; within eradication zone. 

(p. 439). SPRING CANKERWORM medium to heavy on elms in southwest Missouri 

and damaging several trees in Lyon County, Kansas. (p. 440). ROSE APHID 
relatively abundant in areas of Pennsylvania, New Mexico and California. 

(p. 441). Total of 1,888 SCREW-WORM cases reported in Texas during period 
April 13-26, which included 36 new counties. Expanded facilities at Kerrville 
producing sterile flies to be released at rate of 22 million a week after 
April 25. (p. 442). A MOSQUITO (Aedes sierrensis) is severe problem in rural 
areas of Sacramento County, California. (p. 443). FACE FLY active in areas of 
Maryland, Virginia, Massachusetts and Illinois. (p. 444). LONE STAR TICK 
causing concern to cattle and humans in eastern Oklahoma. (p. 444). Small 
KHAPRA BEETLE infestation found in Santa Cruz County, Arizona. (p. 445). 
CUITWORM adults a problem around homes in several southern and central areas of 
Arizona. (p. 447).

A BARLEY THRIPS (Limothrips denticornis) may be of importance in North Dakota 
in 1962. (p. 434). A rather heavy infestation of ARMYWORM could occur on 
Eastern Shore of Virginia. (p. 434). Damaging infestations of a NOCTUID 
(Proxenus mindara) expected in California. (p. 437). COLORADO POTATO BEETLE 
predicted to be very severe this year on Eastern Shore of Virginia. (p. 437).

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
“MAY 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for May calls for temperatures to average 
above seasonal normals over the northeast quarter of the Nation and also over 
the Far Southwest. Below normal temperatures are predicted for the Pacific 
Northwest, the Gulf States and the Central Plains. In unspecified areas, near 
normal temperatures are anticipated. Precipitation is expected to exceed normal 
over the southeastern quarter of the Nation, as well as over the middle Missis- 
sippi Valley and the Pacific Northwest. Subnormal amounts are indicated for 

the Far Southwest and also the Northeast. In the remaining unspecified areas, 
about normal rainfall is in prospect. 


Weather forecast given here is based on the official 30-day "Resume and Outlook" 
published twice a month by the Weather Bureau. You can subscribe through Super- 
intendent of Documents,Washington 25, D.C. Price $4.80 a year, $2.40 a half year. 


WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING APRIL 30 


The period was mostly warm with large positive departures in the middle Missis- 
sippi Valley, the southeast Great Lakes area, and into the north-central Appala- 
chians. Binghamton, New York, and Detroit, Michigan, were 14° above normal, and 
Springfield, Illinois, and Burlington, Iowa, averaged 13° on the warm side of 
normal. Only the Far West, Florida and extreme northern Maine had significant 
negative departures. The Puget Sound area was cooler than normal by 6°. In the 
midcontinent area, few freezing temperatures were recorded farther south than 
Lower Michigan and southern Minnesota, but in the East and West the higher 
elevations were susceptible as usual. In New England, Concord, New Hampshire had 
a temperature range of 59° and a maximum of 91° on the 27th, to set a new record 
high for April. weather continued on page 439).

COLORADO - Larvae observed on alfalfa in Arkansas River Valley. (Schweissing, 
Swink, Wilshusen). WYOMING - Adults averaged 1 per square foot in Fremont County 
and 1 per 5 sweeps in Platte and Goshen Counties. (Fullerton). UTAH - Large 
percentage of alfalfa in Salt Lake County treated early for weevil control. 
NEVADA —- Eggs numerous in various fields in Gardnerville, Douglas

Clover Leaf Weevil Activity to April 27 
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CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - DELAWARE - Nearly full-grown larvae 
averaged 1-2 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Sussex County. (Burbutis). ILLINOIS - 
Populations not generally high, but occasional fields of clover show some damage. 
Most larvae about one-third to one-half grown. Some damage may occur to slow- 
growing clover fields, particularly those with trash cover in northern half of 
State. (111. Ins. Sur. Bull.). MISSOURI - Ranged 0-8 larvae per crown in alfalfa 
and red clover in southwest; higher counts in red clover where leaf feeding was 
evident. Larvae very small to half grown; few of larger size infected with 
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a fungal disease. (Munson). KANSAS - Larvae reported causing damage to alfalfa 

in Sedgwick County on April 19; controls planned. (Burkhardt). Further examina- 
tions in area revealed that problem not as serious as first thought. A few lower 
leaves being damaged, but no serious outbreak evident. Larvae in area averaged 2 
per crown. In rest of south central and southwest area, larvae averaged less than 
1 per crown, (Peters). UTAH — Little evidence to April 27. (Knowlton). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - MARYLAND - Adults averaged 2 
per 10 sweeps in red clover in Talbot County. Larvae appearing in leaf axils of 
red clover on Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - First specimen of 
season found in Dane County on April 26. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - KANSAS - Adult counts in alfalfafield 

in Sumner County, south central area, 30 per 100 sweeps. (Peters). MARYLAND - 
Adults common in alfalfa and clover in Prince Georges and Talbot Counties. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Adults 4 per 10 sweeps 
in native sod in northwestern Richland County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). WASHINGTON - 
Adults infesting sweetclover in Ferry County; 30 miles south of Canadian border. 

A new county record. (Brannon). 


A WEEVIL (Sitona scissifrons) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 6 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa- 
field in Charles Mix County. (Hintz, Walstrom). 


FLEA BEETLES - WYOMING — Adults of unidentified species averaged 4 per sweep in 
alfalfa in Goshen County. Heaviest infestations in Huntley, Yoder and Lingle 
areas. (Fullerton). MARYLAND —- Adults of Chaetocnema sp. averaged 5 per sweep 
in a red-clover orchard grassmixture at Easton, Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). 

SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - DELAWARE - First 
adults of season found on alfalfa in Sussex County. (Burbutis) . 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - NEVADA - None found in Douglas County alfalfa. 
(Arnett). ARIZONA - Infestations declining in alfalfa statewide. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Moderate infestations in numerous alfalfa fields in Eddy 
County; some controls underway. Light to moderate in alfalfa in other southern 
counties. Populations generally light in Socorro, Bernalillo and Rio Arriba 
Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Becoming more common in northern area 
alfalfa. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Few found in alfalfa in Goshen County near 
Yoder and Veteran; averaged less than 1 per 10 sweeps. (Fullerton). COLORADO - 
Light, 4-6 per sweep, in Mesa County. (Bulla). KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa in 
south central and southwest ranged 400-30,000 and averaged 5,000 per 100 sweeps. 
(Peters). OKLAHOMA —- Medium to heavy populations common in alfalfa throughout 
State. Counts in excess of 300 per sweep in some fields in Tonkawa vicinity, 
north central area; these fields showed visible damage, with sticky foliage and 
slight indications of wilting terminals. Lesser counts in Stillwater (north 
central) and McClain County (south central) areas. Large number of winged 
forms present in all areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Continues light in 
southwest; counts 0-20 per sweep. (Munson). ILLINOIS - Populations not very 
high. (Ill. Ins. Sur, Bull.). WISCONSIN - Averaged 1 per 50 sweeps throughout 
southeast and extended to southern Dane County. A few fields in seasonally 
advanced area along Wisconsin River also revealed 1 per 50 sweeps. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). NEW JERSEY - Populations on alfalfa very low on April 19. (Ins.-Dis.- 
Weed Newsl.). DELAWARE - Rapid increase noted in most alfalfa in Kent and 
Sussex Counties; counts averaged 50-60 per sweep. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Heavy 
on alfalfa on Eastern Shore, averaged 275 per sweep on alfalfa in Talbot County 
and 300 per sweep in Dorchester County. Considerably lower numbers in central 
part of State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Light, local infestations on 
alfalfa in Roanoke County. (Allen). GEORGIA - Averaged 55 per sweep on alfalfa 
in Barrow, Cobb, Paulding, Polk, Floyd and Gordon Counties. (Johnson).

SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) — ARIZONA - Slight increase 

occurred in Graham County alfalfa, but usual April buildup has been very light 

in all areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Apparent buildup noted in alfalfa 
in Chaves, Eddy, Hidalgo and Dona Ana Counties. Growers treating with both 
ground and aircraft equipment in fields near Artesia, Eddy County. Many of the 
fields checked at Virden, Hidalgo County, had heavy populations of winged forms. 
Ratio was about 30 winged to one wingless form. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Isolated alfalfa plants along roadside infested in Grant County; checks in Kay, 
Noble and Logan Counties, north central area, negative. Activity continues in 
southwest and south central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Found in alfalfa 
and along roadsides in Sumner County (south central) and along roadsides only in 
Comanche County (s. c.) and Meade County (southwest). Counts in fields averaged 
600 per 100 sweeps and roadside counts ranged 50-3,500 per 100 sweeps. Fifteen 
percent winged adults, 35 percent wingless adults and 50 percent nymphs. If 
eee dry weather continues, species could become a problem in next few weeks. 
Peters). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Ly gus lineolaris) - PENNSYLVANIA - Very common in alfalfa 

in southeast. (Menusan). MARYLAND - Adults active in alfalfa and red clover in 
Dorchester, Prince Georges and Talbot Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - 
Adults active in alfalfa in Kent and Sussex Counties; averaged 2 per 10 sweeps. 
(Burbutis). NEBRASKA — Adults per 10 sweeps averaged 2 in southeast and 4 in 
central area on alfalfa. (Bergman). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Increasing in alfalfa statewide; counts 
50-100 adults and nymphs per 100 sweeps. Increased activity also noted in 
central area safflower. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Appearing in small 
grain and alfalfa fields throughout most of State. Counts per 100 sweeps 
averaged 12-30 adults and nymphs in alfalfa and small grains at Virden, Hidalgo 
County; about 16 in alfalfa near Hobbs, Lea County; and 18-30 in alfalfa near 
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Portales, Roosevelt County. Light in alfalfa near Taos, Taos County. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Active in Tooele, Tooele County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - 
Counts averaged 1 per sweep in alfalfa in Platte and Goshen Counties and 1 per 
5 sweeps in Fremont County. (Fullerton). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - NEW MEXICO - Averaged 
2-5 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa near Hobbs, Lea County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - 
Moderate in alfalfa in several areas of Washington County and at Kanab, Kane 
County. Few encountered elsewhere in State this spring. (Knowlton). 


CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) - DELAWARE - First adults of 
season noted in alfalfa in Kent County; counts averaged 3 per 10 sweeps. 
(Burbutis). MARYLAND - Adults averaged 3 per sweep on red clover at Easton, 
Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sp.) - WYOMING - Averaged 2 per sweep in alfalfa in 
Fremont, Platte and Goshen Counties. (Fullerton). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - PENNSYLVANIA - Hatching nearly complete 
in southeast on forage crops, April 27, (Menusan) and hatching just beginning 
April 24 in Snyder County (Gesell); 75 percent hatched on legumes in Adams County 
on April 26 (Pepper). MARYLAND - Nymphal populations on red clover and alfalfa 
increasing in all sections; averaged 2 per 10 stems in field of red clover in 
Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Hatching underway. Populations 
expected to be highest in northern third of State. (I11. Ins. Sur. Bull.). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - CALIFORNIA - This aphid and immature thrips, 
probably Frankliniella occidentalis, heavy on Egyptian clover in Imperial, 


Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PLANT BUGS -— PENNSYLVANIA - Unspecified species abundant on legumes in Adams 
County (Pepper) and very common in southeast (Menusan). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Average per 10 sweeps in 
alfalfa, 1 in Charles Mix County and 3 in Hanson County. (Hintz). NEW MEXICO - 
Adults noted in fields throughout most of State. Occasional larva found in 
alfalfa in Chaves, Eddy and Dona Ana Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). NEBRASKA - 
Adults common in alfalfa in southeast and central areas. (Bergman). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - WASHINGTON - Heavy flight of newly 
emerged adults at light at Walla Walla, April 23 and 24. (Cook). 


ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - WYOMING - Larvae found in most alfalfa 
surveyed in Fremont, Platte and Goshen Counties; counts averaged less than 1 per 
square yard. Larvae averaged 1 per square yard in winter wheat in Platte and 
Goshen Counties. (Fullerton). 


CUTWORMS - IDAHO - Extremely abundant in alfalfa around Grandview, Elmore County; 
holding back growth of alfalfa. Generally abundant in Arco and surrounding farm- 
land, Butte County. Species probably Chorizagrotis auxiliaris. (Edwards, York). 


THRIPS - NEW MEXICO —- Populations built up very rapidly in southern county 
alfalfa fields during past 2-3 weeks. Heavy infestations in both small grains 
and alfalfa at Virden, Hidalgo County. Light infestations in wheat in Torrance 
County. (Na oM= (Coop. Rpt. ALABAMA —- Damage to white clover quite apparent 
in Chambers County. (Barwood). 


GRASSHOPPERS - IDAHO —- First instars, less than one per square yard, appearing 
in Lewiston area rangelands. (Barr). UTAH - Additional hatching occurring in | 
Washington County. (Knowlton). COLORADO - Eggs in eye-spot stage and few first-— 
instar nymphs observed in southeastern area. (Colo. Ins. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Desert 
vegetation drying very rapidly in central and southeast areas. Trimerotropis 
pallidipennis populations very light in central area and only scattered,mixed | 
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populations present in southeast. Psoloessa texana, Aulocara elliotti and 
Melanoplus spp. adults and nymphs, 4-5 per square yard, observed in a few locali- 
ties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur., PPC). KANSAS - First instars of Melanoplus sp. observed 
in wheat, alfalfa and roadsides in Barber County, south central area; Clark, 
Meade and Grant Counties, southwest area. Counts averaged less than 1 per square 
yard.

Barley in early boot stage and 
wheat is jointing; no damage expected in areas. (Peters). NEBRASKA —- Counts 
0-8 per 10 sweeps in wheat in southeast. (Bergman). SOUTH DAKOTA - Prevailing 
southerly winds brought first wave of migrants into eastern area. Several 
trapped on April 21 and during subsequent days. (Orlob). WISCONSIN - Extensive 
sweeping of rye fields throughout southern part of State negative. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.) . 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) — WISCONSIN - Extensive sweeping of 
rye fields throughout southern area negative. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light, 
15-40 per foot, observed on wheat in north central area. In most cases, species 
observed on upper portion of plant, with reproduction occurring. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). NEBRASKA - Populations O-1 per 10 sweeps in wheat in southeast. (Bergman). 
KANSAS - Few of this species and Rhopalosiphum fitchii observed in south central 
and southwest areas on barley and wheat; counts ranged 0-300 per 100 sweeps. 
(Peters). CALIFORNIA - This species, in association with Myzus persicae and 

M. solani, heavy on needle and foxtail grass in San Fernando, Los Angeles County. 
KCal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - NEW MEXICO - Moderately heavy infesta- 

tions noted in barley in Eddy County. Few growers treated or preparing to treat 
if beneficials are not effective. Light to moderate infestations in barley near 
Cotton City and Animas, Hidalgo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS (Rhopalosiphum fitchii padi complex) - OKLAHOMA - Populations 15-75 per 
linear foot observed in north central area. Large percentage of population nymphs 
confined to lower portion of plants. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STINK BUGS (Chlorochroa spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Averaged 7-12 per 100 sweeps in 
small grains at Virden, Hidalgo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SIX-SPOTTED LEAFHOPPER (Macrosteles fascifrons) - WISCONSIN - Few found ina 
field of rye in Kenosha County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - OKLAHOMA — Light to medium on wheat in 
panhandle; counts ranged 50-1,200 per linear foot. Populations reduced from 
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previous week's report. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Populations moderate to 
high in barley and wheat in Baca County; counts 20-150 per linear foot. Light, 
0-20 per linear foot, in Prowers, Kiowa and Crowley Counties. (Jenkins). NEW 
MEXICO —- A problem in alfalfa and wheat fields in eastern counties. Damage 
noted at Dora and Highway, Roosevelt County, and near Clovis, Curry County. 
Lighter infestations found in Rio Arriba, Chaves and Eddy Counties. One heavy 
infestation found in alfalfafield near Artesia, Eddy County, was treated. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Present, but very light, in fall grain fields in Tooele and 
Salt Lake Counties. (Knowlton). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - KANSAS - Wheat samples from Meade and surround= 
ing counties, southwest area, continue to be heavily infested. (Somsen, Peters). 


A BARLEY THRIPS (Limothrips denticornis) - NORTH DAKOTA - In spring of 1961, over- 
wintered thrips averaged 2-4 adults per square foot of roadside sod and 26 adults 
per square foot of shelterbelt sod adjacent to barley stubble. Samples taken this 
spring revealed 1.5-2 per square foot of roadside sod and 18 per square foot in 
shelterbelts. This would indicate somewhat lighter infestations in 1962, How- 
ever, there are still enough to be considered of economic importance. (R.L. Post). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - DELAWARE - Pupation in Kent County 28 
percent and 65 percent in Sussex County. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Pupation of over- 
wintered larvae well advanced on lower Eastern Shore, measured 74 percent in 
Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MINNESOTA - Overwintering mortality 

survey completed; State average 16 percent. This is lowest mortality in many 
years. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). SOUTH DAKOTA —- Additional observations indicate 

winter mortality increased to 46.5 percent in east central area. (Hintz). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - TEXAS - Almost all fields of corn and grain 
sorghum checked in Bee and Live Oak Counties had eggs present. Species could 
become a problem. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Edgar). ARKANSAS - First eggs of season 
collected on crimson clover in Lafayette County, southwest area. This is 2 
weeks later than past 3 years. Eggs found in only 2 fields and not numerous 
yet. No moths taken to April 28 in light traps in State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - ALABAMA - Extremely heavy infestations 
ravaging oats in south Baldwin County. (Guyton). VIRGINIA - Total of 111 moths 
taken in light trap on Eastern Shore on April 25; this is 3 times the largest 
catch taken at a comparable date since trap has been operated (1958). A rather 
heavy infestation could occur if conditions are satisfactory. (Hofmaster). 


A SCARAB (Cyclocephala sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in several lawns in 
Sacramento area, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A NITIDULID (Glischrochilus quadrisignatus) - WISCONSIN - First specimens of 
season found in rye and alfalfa on April 25 in Kenosha and Dane Counties. (Wis. 
Inshy) Suz.) 7 


FRUIT INSECTS 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi Keifer) - FLORIDA — Has been found on citrus at 
two locations, Surveys are being conducted to delimit infestations and control 
measures are being applied on known infestations in an attempt to eradicate this 
mite. This mite has probably been present in Florida for several years and 
apparently is causing no serious damage to citrus. (H. Denmark, A. K. Burditt, 
A. W. Cressman; Apr. 17). This is the first record of this mite in the United 
States, Determination was made by Dr. H. H. Keifer. The species was described 
by Dr. Keifer in Eriophyid Studies XXVIII. Dept. of Agr., Bur. Ent. Occas. Pap. 
No. 1:6-8, 1959, Dr. Keifer has also received specimens from northwestern 
Greece (type), Thailand, Japan, southern Italy and Sicily. Additional infor- 
mation on this rust mite will be presented in the CEIR as it becomes available. 
(PPC). 
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CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - INDIANA - No pupation occurred by April 24 
in Vincennes area, Knox County. (Hamilton). PENNSYLVANIA - Emergence started in 


cages on apple, Adams County, April 24. (Asquith). 


EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - CONNECTICUT - Hatching and 


nest building noted throughout State. (Savos). MARYLAND - First hatch occurred 


on apple at Hancock, Washington County, April 23; first tents noted on April 24. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ALABAMA - Extremely heavy infestation reported on fruit 
trees in Etowah County. (Canerday). OKLAHOMA —- Activity continues in native 
plum, with extensive defoliation observed in some areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


EYE-SPOTTED BUD MOTH (Spilonota ocellana) - WASHINGTON - Larvae infested apple, 
peach and apricot at Wiwawai, Whitman County. (Johansen). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - CONNECTICUT - First adults of 
season noted at Niantic, New London County, week of April 27. Egg laying not 
commenced, (Savos, Scott). MARYLAND - First egg masses of season observed at 
Hancock, Washington County, April 23. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). INDIANA - First 

egg cluster found April 20 in Vincennes area, Knox County; second cluster found 
April 23 near Terre Haute, Vigo County. (Hamilton). KANSAS - Now out in numbers 
in orchards in northeastern part of State. Up to 15 egg masses found on some 
trees in experimental block at Wathena, Doniphan County; no hatching started. 
Moths plentiful and more egg masses expected. (Peters). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - MASSACHUSETTS - Higher temperatures caused 
activity. (Crop Pest Cont. Mess.) WASHINGTON - All stages, including eggs on 
foliage, present on pears in Wawawai, Whitman County. (Johansen). 


A FRUIT-TREE MITE (Bryobia rubrioculus) - WASHINGTON - All stages on apple, pear, 
peachand apricot at Wawawai, Whitman County. (Johansen). 


EUROPEAN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) - DELAWARE - Eggs hatched on apples in Sussex 


County. (Kelsey). MARYLAND - Eggs numerous on apples and peaches in Hancock 
area, Washington County; no hatch as of April 25. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


MASSACHUSETTS - Overwintering eggs abundant generally; hatching rapidly April 


26-27. (Wheeler). INDIANA - Eggs not hatched on April 23 but are about ready 
in Vincennes area, Knox County. (Hamilton). 


APHIDS - CONNECTICUT —- Remain numerous in New Haven area, New Haven County. 
(Savos). INDIANA - Continue abundant in Vincennes area, Knox County. (Hamilton). 
Noted in orchards in south central counties. (Marshall, Apr. 24). OKLAHOMA - 
Infesting plum trees in Choctaw County. (Okla. Coop.Sur.). 


APPLE APHID (Aphis pomi) - PENNSYLVANIA - Common in most apple orchards in south 


and southeastern areas, but not abundant in Indiana County. (Menusan, Udine). 
COLORADO - Populations light to moderate in Montrose County and numerous in Delta 


County. (Bulla). 


_APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - PENNSYLVANIA - Common in most apple 


orchards in south and southeastern areas. (Menusan). 


ROSY APPLE APHID (Anuraphis rosea) - CONNECTICUT - Populations remain low in 
most of State. Species constitutes about 6 percent of aphid population in New 


_Haven area, New Haven County. (Savos). COLORADO - Populations light to moderate 


in Montrose County; numerous in Delta County: (Bulla). 


CALIFORNIA PEAR-SLUG (Pristophora californica) - CALIFORNIA - Medium infestation 
/ occurred on pear leaves in Lafayette, Contra Costa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEAR PLANT BUG (Neolygus communis) - CONNECTICUT - Heavy infestation reported on 
pears in Cheshire-Southington area; puncturing of leaf and blossom clusters 


' started. (Savos, Garman). 
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SPRING CANKERWORM (Paleacrita vernata) - KANSAS - About 95 percent of apple trees 
planted in 1961 in Sedgwick County attacked. Damage evident on April 18 as leaf 
buds developed; up to 20 larvae removed from 1 small tree. (Eshbaugh). 


UNSPOTTED TENTIFORM LEAF MINER (Callisto geminatella) - KANSAS - Moths now emer-— 
ging at Wathena, Doniphan County; counts of 4 or more on apple trees. (Eshbaugh). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - COLORADO - Eighty percent hatched on peach 
‘in Mesa County. (Bulla). UTAH - Numerous in orchard at Perry, Box Elder County. 
(Knowlton) . 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) -—- COLORADO - Damaging terminal shoots of 
peach trees in Mesa County; overwintered larvae half to full grown. (Bulla). 
WASHINGTON - Heavy larval infestation appearing on peach buds and tips at 
Wawawai, Whitman County. (Johansen). 


PEACH TREE BORER (Sanninoidea exitiosa) - ALABAMA - All peach trees examined in 
central Mobile County show signs of attack to some extent. (Seibels). 


LESSER PEACH TREE BORER (Synathedon pictipes) - MARYLAND —- Heavy populations 
found in 2 peach orchards near Smithsburg, Washington County. (U. Md., Ent.Dept.). 


WHITE PEACH SCALE (Pseudaulacaspis pentagona) - ALABAMA - Heavy infestation on 
peaches in central Mobile County. (Seibels). 


PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - INDIANA —- No adults found on jarring 
peach trees, April 23. (Hamilton). MARYLAND - Adults found on wild cherry at 
College Park, Prince Georges County, April 24. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STINK BUGS - INDIANA — Readily found in peach orchards in Vincennes area, Knox 
County. (Hamilton, Apr. 24). PENNSYLVANIA - Adults found in most peach orchards 
in Adams County. (Pepper). 


PLANT BUGS —- MASSACHUSETTS - Lygus spp. plentiful and active on buds and opening 
blossoms of pears, peaches and apples. (Wheeler). CONNECTICUT - Adults of Lygus 
spp. reported throughout most of State. (Savos). PENNSYLVANIA - Various species 
very common on fruit in southeastern area and on peach orchards in Adams County. 
(Menusan, Pepper). COLORADO - Populations of Lygus sp. on cover crops in peach 
orchards range 10-100 per 100 net sweeps in Mesa County. (Bulla). CALIFORNIA - 
Medium populations of adults of Irbisia sp., near solani, occurred on peach trees 
on ranch in Clayton, Contra Costa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Ly gus lineolaris) - INDIANA - Readily found in peach orchards 
in Vincennes area, Knox County. (Hamilton, Apr. 24). PENNSYLVANIA - Numbers noted 
in Centre County; moderate numbers in orchards in Snyder County. (Udine, Geseil). 
ALABAMA —- Heavy, nymphal infestations present in alarming numbers on many pecan 
groves. (Buttram). 


PECAN NUT CASEBEARER (Acrobasis caryae) - ALABAMA — Pecan groves not treated last 
year show signs of heavy first-generation damage. (Buttram). 


PECAN LEAF CASEBEARER (Acrobasis juglandis) - ALABAMA - Moderate to light infes- 
tations in pecan groves. (Buttram). 


MAY BEETLES (Phyllophaga spp.) — ALABAMA - Adults causing quite a bit of trouble 
to pecans in Mobile, Baldwii, Escambia and Geneva Counties, Heavy infestations 
reported from other sections of State. (Buttram). 


SHOT-HOLE BORER (Scolytus rugulosus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations damaged 
weakened almond trees in Yuba City, Sutter County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIREA APHID (Aphis spiraecola) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy adult population on orange 
trees in Pauma Valley, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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COTTONY-CUSHION SCALE (Icerya purchasi) —- TEXAS — Light, local to widespread, 
spotted infestations occurring on citrus trees in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. 
Rpt., Day). 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - ARIZONA - Control of earlier infestations 
excellent and populations now very low in most citrus groves in Maricopa and 
Yuma Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - MEXICO - Biological Control Zone - 
Heavy infestation reported from Simojovel, Chiapas. During late February and 
early March, 52,900 adults of a PARASITIC EULOPHID (Prospaltella opulenta) were 
liberated there, Chemical Control Zone - Two new locations infested during March 
in Nuevo Leon; inspections in States of Sonora and Baja California negative. 
(PPC, Mex. Reg.; Mar. Rpt.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


A NOCTUID (Proxenus mindara) - CALIFORNIA - Currently damaging strawberries in 
a few local areas. Prior to 1961, this species rare in State. Pest has appar- 
ently become adapted to areas of mild winters. A rapid, wide distribution 
occurred in 1961; strawberry growers suffered severely from first attacks. 
Grasses not attacked as larvae prefer crops that provide protection; i.e., 
trash and densely matted leaves. Positive host records include strawberry, 
melons, beans, sweetpotatoes, alfalfa and sugar beets. State Department of 
Agriculture records show large numbers of larvae taken in cotton gin trash 
survey from early fall till midwinter. Also, one light trap source reported 
over 6,000 adults taken in the Shafter area, Kern County, in 1961. In cooler 
coastal areas, 3 generations a year occur, with a possible fourth generation 
occurring in interior valleys. Minimum time for development about 2 months. 
In coastal areas, peak flights occur in April, July and September. Control 
Hasmbecenecditticwlt. (Cal. Coop. Rpt. , Dra Waliatam We, Adsense) Us. 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - VIRGINIA - Increasing on commercial 
spinach plantings on Eastern Shore; most spinach now harvested with no rejec-— 
tions due to this pest. Disease or fungi reduced aphid population at Virginia 
Truck Experiment Station. (Hofmaster). DELAWARE - Counts in large, commercial 
spinach field increased to average of 5 per plant in central Kent County. 
(Burbutis). ARIZONA - Medium to heavy infestations continue on safflower, 
carrots and potatoes in some central areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - VIRGINIA - Adults present; 
up to 5 per small plant in field known to contain resistant beetles. Potatovines 
just emerging. Very severe year predicted on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - NEVADA - Heavy on Lycium sp. in Moapa 
Valley, Clark County. (Zoller). 


A WHITE-FRINGED BEETLE (Graphognathus sp.) - ALABAMA - Larvae damaging tomato 
plants in Mobile County; first of season. (Seibels). 


PEA LEAF WEEVIL (Sitona lineata) - WASHINGTON - Damaging seedling peas in 
Quincy area, Grant County. (Foeppel, Johansen) . 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - DELAWARE - Adults and nymphs present on peas 
throughout Sussex County; counts 0-12 per young plant. (Burbutis). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - VIRGINIA - Generally distributed and 
causing more damage than usual on Eastern Shore; controls hampered by cool 
weather. (Hofmaster). 
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CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Medium infestations continue as 
problem on melons in some areas of Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - MASSACHUSETTS - Adults active April 28. 
(Wheeler). PENNSYLVANIA — Adults abundant in Adams and Centre Counties. (Pepper, 
Udine). DELAWARE - Adults fairly common in most areas of State; first observed 
on April 20. (Burbutis). 


MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on cantaloupvines in 
Saugus, Los Angeles County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A SCARAB (Cyclocephala sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in soil in melon fields 
in Modesto, Stanislaus County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CELERYWORM (Papilio polyxenes asterius) - DELAWARE - First adults of season 
noted in Kent County on April 24. (Burbutis). 


ASPARAGUS BEETLE (Crioceris asparagi) - DELAWARE — First adults of season 
feeding on asparagus in Sussex County; adults noted in New Castle County. 
(Connell). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - UTAH - Found on sugar beets for seed in 
Saint George-Washington area, Washington County; counts very low. (Knowlton). 


A SCARAB (Ataenius sp.) - COLORADO - Damaged sugar beet seed in Weld County; 
approximately 5 percent of seed destroyed in some fields. (Titensor,Hantsbarger, 
Lawson). 


STRAWBERRY APHID (Pentatrichopus fragaefolii)- WASHINGTON - Developing in straw- 
berry plants near Mount Vernon, Skagit County. (Brannon, Eide) . 


FOXGLOVE APHID (Myzus solani) —- WASHINGTON - Developing on strawberries near 
Mount Vernon, Skagit County. (Brannon, Eide). 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - KANSAS - Moderate numbers 
in Sedgwick County; emergence started in Doniphan County. (Eshbaugh). 


STRAWBERRY WEEVIL (Anthonomus signatus) -— MARYLAND —- Adults very active, clip- 
ping buds and laying eggs, in untreated strawberry plantings in Prince Georges 
and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - PENNSYLVANIA - Heaviest infestation 
noted on strawberries in Adams County; 25 or more nymphs per plant on 30-acre 
planting. (Pepper). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - CONNECTICUT - Reported on 
strawberries at Niantic, New London County. (Savos). WASHINGTON - Ovexwintered 
adults and eggs present on strawberries near Mount Vernon, Skagit County. 
(Brannon, Eide). 


SPIDER MITES — MARYLAND —- Building up slowly on strawberries in Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - GEORGIA - Infestations continue 
heavy on tobacco in southern area. (Preston). MARYLAND - Noted in beds in 
Calvert County. (Ins. Notes).

COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Reports continue to be negligible to 
very light in all southern areas. (Deer). One weevil found on cotton April 25 
and 2 on April 26 in Waco area. Weevils apparently started movement for hiber- 
nation quarters. (Cowan, Davis). TENNESSEE - Survey made in McNairy County to 
determine population of overwintered adults on April 10 and 11. Examinations 
showed that there were 1,613 live weevils per acre, a carryover of 53 percent. 
This is considered a rather high number for the southwestern part of State. 
Total of 5 samples taken along Lake and Obion County line where some weevils 
overwintered in past years; none were recovered. (Locke). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp. et al.) - TEXAS - Continue to damage cotton terminals 
in all lower Rio Grande Valley areas. Some infestations clear up naturally, 
while others increased. (Deer). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - ARIZONA — Female collected on April 19 
in PPC light trap near Tempe in Maricopa County. This is first collection of year 
in eradication area in central part of State. Two moths emerged from surface 
trash in cage tests at Safford, Graham County, April 22. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.) 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - TEXAS - Infestations increased throughout Rio 
Grande Vailey in Washington and Colorado County areas; some controls applied. 
(Texas Coop. Rpt.). Infestations general, but light, in McLennan and Falls 
Counties. Some parasites and predators building up. (Cowan, Davis). 


COWPEA APHID (Aphis craccivora) ~- CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations of nymphs and 
adults on cotton seedlings generally in San Joaquin Valley cotton fields. (T. F. 
Heigh, Us °C.). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) -—- TEXAS - Light in lower Rio Grande Valley. 
(Deer). One adult found in 37 fields checked in McLennan and Falls Counties. 
(Cowan, Davis). 


THRIPS — ARIZONA — Counts 1-4 per plant in some southeast area cotton. Some 
increased activity occurring in central and southwest areas, but infestations 
generally low. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Light infestations found in 
Washington and Colorado Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt., McClung). Infestations 
in McLennan and Falls Counties as follows: Light in 32 fields and none in 5. 
Movement of adults into cotton somewhat earlier than usual. (Cowan, Davis). 


SPIDER MITES - TEXAS - Light infestations reported in Cameron County. (Deer).

ground, Precipitation was fairly general in the Southeast, Gulf States, eastern 
Plains and Mississippi Valley and light elsewhere to the East. Thunderstorms 
and showers along frontal systems caused most of the precipitation in these 
areas. Amounts of 2.00 inches were reported from Minnesota and up to 1.50 
inches from the Dakotas. In the Gulf States, some areas of locally heavy rains 
were hit by minor flooding. A storm dropped nearly 7.00 inches in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, and Kentwood, Louisiana, received 7.61 inches in 9 hours. Moderate 
to heavy amounts were received locally in Texas. A number of stations in 
Mississippi had amounts exceeding 4.00 inches, topped by 6.50 inches at Columbia.

GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Tentative boundaries established 
for treatment area in State; approximately 12,224 acres. NEW JERSEY - Scouting 
for egg masses continued during March; 3 egg masses found along Bearfort Ridge, 
Passaic County. NEW YORK - Total of 27 light infestations located in 7 townships; 
most infestations in Lewisboro, Poundridge and Somers Townships, Westchester 
County. Spot scouting in Nassau County revealed 24 infestations, mostly single 
egg clusters at scattered locations. Sampling of egg masses above snowline in 
State revealed only slight winter mortality. Only extremely adverse weather at 
hatchingtime will prevent severe outbreak in many sections of eastern portion of 
State. Scouting of common-carrier sites in generally infested area of State 
continued to reveal light infestations at numerous sites. Heavy infestation found 
3 motor-trailer courts in Clinton and Warren Counties. (PPC, East. Reg.; Mar. 
Rpt.). MICHIGAN - Operation involving approximately 4,000 acres in Onondaga 
Township, Ingham County, proposed. Area outside of previously treated area. 

(PPC, Cen. Reg.;-Mar. Rpt.).

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BROWN-TAIL MOTH (Nygmia phaeorrhoea) - MASSACHUSETTS - Several thousand acres 
scouted in areas of favorable growth in 34 townships. Infestations located in 
Truro and Ipswich Townships in Barnstable and Essex Counties, respectively. Two 
old webs found in Provincetown Township in the former county, but survey yielded 
no additional infestations. Intensive survey in Newbury Township, Essex County, 
negative. (PPC, East. Reg.; Mar. Rpt.). 


EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - MASSACHUSETTS - First hatch 
April 11; tents tennis ball size April 29. Still not abundant in western area. 
(Wheeler). PENNSYLVANIA - First hatch observed April 22 in Bucks County; tents 
present April 25. (Cole). Very few in comparison with other years in Adams 
County. (Pepper). Tents 3-6 inches scarce in southeast. (Menusan). DELAWARE - 
Infestations to April 27 very much reduced compared with last 3 seasons. Few 
small tents noted in central Kent County. (Burbutis). WISCONSIN - Hatched in 
Iowa and Walworth Counties. . (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma disstria) - ALABAMA - Infestations heavy on 
oak throughout much of central and southern areas. (Buttram). 


GREAT BASIN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma fragile) - UTAH - Damage continues, 
especially in Saint George-Santa Clara area and along Virgin River to Rockville, 
in Washington County. Most damage is to poplars and cottonwoods. (Knowlton). 


SPRING CANKERWORM (Paleacrita vernata) - MISSOURI - Medium to heavy larval infest- 
ations on elms in southwest. (Munson). KANSAS - Counts on elm, hackberry and 
locust leaves ranged 3-6 per leaf in Lyons County, east central area, on April 

24. Hatch cccurred 5-7 days previously and some injury already apparent on 

leaves 1/2-3/4 inches long. (Thompson). NORTH DAKOTA - Fifty adults taken from 
light trap in Fargo night of April 26; adults also seen on east side of a building 
in Kandved> “GN. De Ins Sur): 


FALL CANKERWORM (Alsophila pometaria) - WISCONSIN - Eggs very numerous on elms in 
area of Jefferson County; larvae nearly defoliated several acres in grove in 1961. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


MOURNING-CLOAK BUTTERFLY (Nymphalis antiopa) - PENNSYLVANIA - Observed in forest 
area in Perry County near Wertzville, Cumberland County, April 22; 5-6 specimens 
spotted per 100 yards traveled. (Balsbaugh). 


A CLEARWING MOTH (Aegeria tibialis) - NEVADA - Heavy on several willow trees in 
Carson City, Ormsby County. (Nev. Div. Forestry). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEVADA - Adults active, with some 
feeding occurring on developing elm leaves in Reno-Sparks, Washoe County. (Coop. 
Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Causing nuisance around homes as movement begins from hiberna-— 
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tion quarters to elm trees. Reported on trees in Stephens County, south central 
area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). IDAHO - Adulst leaving hibernation; causing nuisance 
in Nampa, Canyon County, homes. (Portman). DELAWARE - First adults of season 

coming out of hibernation in home in New Castle County on April 25. (Burbutis). 


A FLATHEADED FIR BORER — IDAHO - Late instars and pupae found in dead Douglas-fir 
trees at Grangeville; species probably Melanophila drummondi. (Studer). 


RED-HEADED ASH BORER (Neoclytus acuminatus) - IDAHO - Male and females collected 
at Boise, Ada County. (Portman). 


ROSE CHAFER (Macrodactylus subspinosus) - ALABAMA - Collected in Birmingham, 
Jefferson County; only second record of pest in the State. (Buttram, Guyton). 


A WEEVIL (Pissodes approximatus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Adults in duff at base of old 
pine stumps in Adams County. Pepper). 


ROSE APHID (Macrosiphum rosae) — PENNSYLVANIA —- Fairly plentiful on roses in 
Adams County. (Pepper). NEW MEXICO - Aphids, probably this species, becoming a 
problem on roses throughout most of State. Most homeowners treating and getting 
adequate control for short periods of time. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - 
Adults heavy on pyracantha in Little Rock, Los Angeles County. This species and 
Aphis fabae heavy on roses in El Cajon, San Diego County. M. rosae has been 
heavy on roses in most areas of State for past 3 years. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BLACK CITRUS APHID (Toxoptera aurantii) -— CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on camellia 
leaves in a nursery property in Chico, Butte County. (CalaiCoope an piie»). 


APHIDS - UTAH — Generally active on roses and other ornamentals and shade trees 
in northern area. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - Heavy populations on althea plants in 
Stillwater area. Also reported on other ornamentals throughout State. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). NEVADA - Prociphilus sp. heavy on Modesto ash in Las Vagas, Clark 
County. (Zoller). MISSOURI - Several infestations of Pineus strobi reported on 
white pine ornamental plantings in southeast. (Munson). DELAWARE - Cinara 
tujafilina heavy on arborvitae in northern Kent County. (Burbutis). 


BOXWOOD PSYLLID (Psylla buxi) - VIRGINIA —- Hatched in Richmond, Henrico County, 
and already cupping new growth. (Matheny). 


PINE SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora parallela) -— DELAWARE - First small nymphs of season 
noted on pines in New Castle County. (Kelsey). 


LACE BUGS —- MARYLAND - First adults of season, probably Corythucha cydoniae, found 
on pyracantha at University Park. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ROSE LEAFHOPPER (Edwardsiana rosae) - UTAH - Infesting rose foliage in Washington, 
Kane, Grand and south Emery Counties. Leaves beginning to show feeding discolora- 
tion. (Knowlton). 


Coccids in Florida - Chrysomphalus aonidum infesting several hosts in Broward, 
Hillsborough and Brevard Counties (April 11-17) ;C. perseae moderate on redcedar 
at Winter Haven, Polk County (Apr. 3-5); Coccus viridis moderate on capejasmine 
at Cypress Gardens, Polk County (Apr. 3); Fiorinia theae moderate to severe on 
Camellia at Titusville, Brevard County (Apr. 17); Ischnaspis longirostris severe 
on chamaedorea at Titusville, Brevard County, iris moraea and torchwood ixora at 
Dania, Broward County, and light on ceriman at Pembroke and at Cypress Gardens, 
Polk County (Apr. 3-17); Lepidosaphes camelliae moderate to severe on Camellia 
spp. at Titusville, Brevard County (April. 17); and Protopulvinaria pyriformis 
moderate on capejasmine at Cypress Gardens, Polk County (Apr. 3). (Fla. Coop.

A COCCID (Lecanium kunoensis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium infestation on bridal wreath 
(spirea) in iChico, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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COTTONY MAPLE SCALE (Pulvinaria innumerabilis) - IDAHO —- Infestation reported 
from Melba, Canyon County. (Portman). 


EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on new growth of euonymus in 
Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


EUROPEAN ELM SCALE (Gossyparia spuria) - CALIFORNIA - Medium populations appearing 
on many elms in Sacramento, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - UTAH - Very heavy on some ash, willows, 
lilacs and poplars at Salt Lake City. (Knowlton). 


A PINE TORTOISE SCALE —- ALABAMA - Light to moderate infestation in small home 
planting in Dallas-County. (Granberry). 


A SAWFLY (Periclista sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy on leaves of ash in Chico, 
Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PINE SAWFLIES -— CONNECTICUT - Some activity reported; infestations may be trouble- 
some on coniferous ornamentals this year. (Savos). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - OKLAHOMA - First hatch of season observed 
on evergreens in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.)., 


AZALEA LEAF MINER (Gracilaria azaleella) - ALABAMA - Becoming noticeable on 
camellias and azaleas in Mobile County. (Seibels). 


NATIVE HOLLY LEAF MINER (Phytomyza ilicicola) - VIRGINIA — Pupated in Richmond, 
Henrico County; expected to emerge about April 28. (Matheny). MARYLAND - Adult 
emergence underway at College Park. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BOXWOOD LEAF MINER (Monarthropalpus buxi) - VIRGINIA - Puptated in Richmond, 


Henrico County; should emerge about April 28. (Matheny). 


A THRIPS (Frankliniella occidentalis) - CALIFORNIA -— Heavy in flowers of many 
native plants in several locations over State. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - MARYLAND - Heavy populations injured ivy on a 
house at University Park. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPIDER MITES — ALABAMA - Heavy infestation defoliating arborvitae in nursery stock 
in Tallapoosa County. (Barwood). Becoming noticeable on camellias and azaleas 

in Mobile County. (Seibels). NEW MEXICO - Damaging foliage of arborvitae and 
other ornamentals at Socorro, Socorro County. Also found troublesome on various 
plants in greenhouse at Lordsburg, Hidalgo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 

CALIFORNIA - Eotetranychus sp., probably weldoni, heavy on cottonwood trees in 
Seeley, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) - TEXAS - Sterile fly releases continue in 
southern area. Map on following page showes status of program in southern Texas 
as of April 26. During week of April 13-19, release of 15,581,800 sterile flies 
over area of 55,000 square miles at rate of 200 flies per square mile made. Some 
areas of heavy infestations received additional sterile flies. Screw-worm cases 
numbered 609 during this period including 25 cases in 10 new counties. New 
county records with number of cases are: Gonzales, Kendall, 5 each; Kimble, 
Guadalupe, Lavaca, 2 each; and Aransas, Caldwell, Presidio, Wharton, 1 each. 
Permanent facilities at Mission, Hidalgo County, expected to be completed and in 
partial production by June 30. Expanded facilities at Kerrville station, Kerr 
County, completed and in production. Rate of 22,000,000 sterile flies per week 
expected to be available from the larger facility after April 25. During week of 
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April 20-26, release of 19,374,400 sterile flies made covering 58,066 square 
miles. Release rate same as previous week. New screw-worm cases during this 
period numbered 1,279 of which 77 cases were in 26 new counties. New county 
records with number of cases for week of April 20-26 are: Crockett, Pecos, 7 
each; Menard, Mason, Reagan, 6 each; Bastrop, Brewster, Fayette, Mills, 4 each; 
Bell, Sterling, Williamson, 3 each; Coleman, Runnels, San Saba, Schleicher, Tom 
Green, Travis, 2 each; and Austin, Bosque, Colorado, Irion, Jeff Davis, Lampasas, 
Martin, Scurry, 1 each. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.).

MOSQUITOES - CALIFORNIA - Aedes sierrensis currently a severe problem in wooded 
areas. Landscaping and use of sprinklers created situations where tree holes kept 
wet for long periods produced 2 or 3 generations rather than usual one. Flight 
range limited. Currently causing severe annoyance to residents. Because of size, 
mosquito able to pass through screens. Mosquito Abatement District in Sacramento 
area, Sacramento County, currently establishing program of reduction of source. 
(G. Umberger, J. Fowler, Mosq. Abat. Dist.). UTAH - Mosquitoes causing annoyance 
in Logan-Benson fields, Cache County. (Knowlton). 
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HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - ALABAMA - Noticeable absence in Sumpter County; 
populations below average for time of year. (Granberry). UTAH - Appeared about 
farms and communities, generally in northern area. (Knowlton).

FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - MASSACHUESTTS - Abundant and very annoying to 
people outdoors in semi-rural area in western part of State. (Wheeler), 

MARYLAND - Population density on dairy cattle at Beltsville, Prince Georges County, 
ranged 1.1 - 1.6 per head on April 25. In Montgomery County, papulations averaged 
11.6 per head on dairy cattle at Rockville; 4.4 per head on beef cattle at German- 
town; and 19 per head on dairy cattle at Redland. First observation of pest at 
Germantown April 19. (J. H. Fales, O. F. Bodenstein). VIRGINIA - Adults noted 

at Jewel Ridge, Tazewell County, on April 25. Swarmed at Blacksburg, Montgomery 
County, on April 26, apparently emerging from hibernation in a church. Detected 
in several northern counties; infestations ranged from occasional fly to average 
of 7 per animal. Counties reporting activity included: Shenandoah, Page, 
Rappahannock, Madison, Orange, Green, Albemarle, Augusta, Roanoke, Craig, Rock-—- 
bridge, Botetourt and Montgomery. The first 10 counties are new county records 
for the State. (Turner, Rowell, Tarpley). ILLINOIS - Generally present in small 
numbers on herds of cattle throughout northern three-fourths of State; egg laying 
to produce first Summer buildup occurring. Controls recommended to dairymen and 
beef producers. (111. Ins. Sur. Bul.). 


CATTLE LICE —- OKLAHOMA — Several species continue active in eastern half of State; 
controls necessary in Wagoner County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CATTLE BITING LOUSE (Bovicola bovis) - NORTH DAKOTA —- Of 9 animals observed in 
stockyard at Mayville, Traill County, 3 lightly infested (an occasional louse 
found on parting hair). (Wilson, Brandvik). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus suis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Heavy infestation (over 20) on a 
few hogs near Grandin, Cass County. (R. L. Post). NEW MEXICO - Moderately heavy 
louse infestations, probably this species, infested hogs at Lovington, Lee County; 
animals treated. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


LONE STAR TICK (Amblyomma americanum) —- OKLAHOMA - Causing concern to cattle and 
humans in eastern portion of State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on children and in 
yard in Auburn, Placer County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). MARYLAND - First of season 
observed April 23 on human at Adelphi, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
KANSAS - Counts on collie dogs ranged 6-8 per ear plus some on toes and elsewhere 

on bodies in Riley County. (Somsen). 


WOOD TICKS -— UTAH - Active during recent weeks; found on persons at Morgan, Morgan 
County. (Knowlton).

CATERPILLARS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Larvae of an unidentified species believed to be a 
noctuid moving into home in Hot Springs, Fall River County; counts 15-20 per 
square yard.

ORIENTAL COCKROACH (Blatta orientalis) - MARYLAND - Heavy infestation in old 
house in Silver Spring, Montgomery County, on April 16. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.).

DERMESTID BEETLES - ARIZONA - Trogoderma spp. other than granarium present in 
medium to heavy populations in stored grain at several central farms and mills. 
(Axiz,. Coop. Sur.) 


HIDE BEETLE (Dermestes maculatus) - TEXAS - Heavy, local infestation of full-grown 
larvae found boring into lumber and sheetrock in lumberyard in Galveston County. 
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Infestation thought to be from oystershells used for driveways and parking lots.

FURNITURE CARPET BEETLE (Anthrenus flavipes) - TEXAS - Moderate, local infestation 
in moving and storage warehouse in Travis County; caused concern. (Tex.Coop.Rpt.). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - NORTH DAKOTA - Larvae and adults found 
in grain elevator in Fargo, Cass County. (Wilson, Brandvik). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - CONNECTICUT - Active in most orchards; egg laying begun at Storrs, 
Tolland County. (Savos). DELAWARE - Rather common throughout State in most 
alfalfa. (Burbutis). SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts 5 per 10 sweeps in Hanson County. 
(Hintz). TEXAS - Heavy, widespread populations helping to eliminate remaining 
greenbug (Toxoptera graminum) problem in Delta County on wheat. (Turney). NEW 
MEXICO — Adults and larvae very abundant and active in small grain and alfalfa 
fields at Virden, Hidalgo County; present in lesser numbers in alfalfa and small 
grains in Torrance County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING —- Adult Hippodamia sp.

Rather common throughout State on most alfalfa. (Burbutis). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


PERIODICAL CICADA (Magicicada septendecim) - VIRGINIA - Immature forms (full- 
grown nymphs) noted in Manassas, Prince William County, on April 25. Reported as 
being severe but spotted in a lawn and garden, emerging from ground. (Rowell, 
Grove). Also present in a lawn in Fredericksburg, Spotsylvania County, at density 
of 3-5 per square foot. (Rowell, Beck; Apr. 23). Places where brood II is likely 
to occur are Albemarle, Amherst, Appomattox, Bedford, Buckingham, Campbell, 
Caroline, Charlotte, Culpeper, Fairfax, Fauquier, Fluvanna, Gochland, Hanover, 
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Henrico, James City, Loudoun, Louisa, Lunenburg, Madison, Page, Pittsylvania, 
Powhatan, Prince Edward, Rappahannock, Spotsylvania and Stafford Counties, and 
Alexandria City. (Tarpley). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - Initial infestations found in 
Vernon Parish, LOUISIANA, Crawford County, GEORGIA, Calhoun County, SOUTH CAROLINA 
and Itawamba County, MISSISSIPPI during March. Surveys in Baker, Manatee, Nassau 
and Sarasota Counties, FLORIDA negative. Complete control treatments applied to 
infestations in 10 counties in MISSISSIPPI. Control work continued in Brunswick 
and Carteret Counties, NORTH CAROLINA, and in Charleston area, Charleston County, 
and Orangeburg area, Orangeburg County, SOUTH CAROLINA, Inspection in 7 counties 
in western TENNESSEE negative. (PPC, So. Reg., Mar. Rpt.). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) — DELAWARE —- First adults of season noted 
at Lights on April 24 in Kent County. (Bray). 


CUTWORMS - ARIZONA —- Very heavy populations of adults a problem around homes in 
several southern and central areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


WIREWORMS (Limonius spp.) - WASHINGTON - Adults of L. canus in full flight, some 
L. californicus adults flying, and a few adults of L. infuscatus flying at Walla 


Walla. (Woodworth). 


SEED-CORN BEETLE (Agonoderus lecontei) - SOUTH DAKOTA - An estimated 1,000 adults 
collected in a light trap operated for 3 nights. (Hintz). 


AN ICHNEUMONID (Polysphincta albipes) - FLORIDA - Collected in Indian River County 
on May 18, 1957, by R. L. Blickle. Det. by L. M. Walkley. This species is rare 
time, state. (hla. Coop. Sur.)

ADDITIONAL NOTES 


TEXAS — Unspecified species of GRASSHOPPER nymphs causing damage to alfalfa 
along fence rows in Washington County; infestations local and light to moderate. 
Infestations of SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) averaged 5 per 
alfalfa plant in Washington County. Winged forms ranged 100-200 per sweep in 
alfalfa in Clay County. Winter peas damaged in Clay and Delta Counties; ranged 
300-400 per sweep. Adults of VETCH BRUCHID (Bruchus brachialis) averaged 3 per 
10 sweeps in vetch in Delta County. Heavy, local infestation of a SPIDER MITE 
(Petrobia apicalis) in March almost completely destroyed 250 acres of singletary 
peas in Polk County; det by E. W. Baker. Unspecified APHIDS lightly attacked 
all kinds of field crops in Bee and Live Oak Counties. Undetermined SPIDER MITES 
caused heavy, local damage to "cedar" shrubs in Clay County; damage noticeable. 
First larva of SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) for year noted in Live 
Oak County. attacking broadleaf native host. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 
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OREGON - Infestation of 12-acre planting of currants and gooseberries by larvae 
of a weevil, probably BLACK VINE WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus sulcatus) , in Woodburn 
area, Marion County; collected when full grown; pupation occurred April 24. 
Shipment of 7,000 currant plants at Hubbard, Marion County, from nursery 
out-of-State, 50 percent infested with a borer, probably CURRANT BORER 

(Ramosia tipuliformis) , April 20. Adults of a flea beetle, probably TUBER 

FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix tuberis), emerged and feeding on volunteer potato foliage 
in Clackamas County, April 25. First generation of PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) 
now in fourth and fifth instars in Jackson County; no new-generation adults 
observed to April 23. SILVER-SPOTTED TIGER MOTH (Halisidota argentata) larvae 
infesting 5 percent of lodgepole pines in 3 small plantations near Newport, 
Lincoln County. larvae nearing full growth April 30. Heavy infestation of 
GOLDEN BUPRESTID (Buprestis aurulenta) found in home near Albany, Linn County, 
April 27. Adults emerged through flooring and wall panels. (Capizzi et al.). 


NEW YORK - Winter mortality of overwintered PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) adults 
in western part of State relatively low. Oviposition first observed at Geneva, 
Ontario County, April 5. Weather unfavorable for extensive oviposition as of 
April 17. Heavy egg laying expected with next period of favorable weather. Egg 
depostition about average in Orleans County; adults easily spotted. ROSY APPLE 
APHID (Anuraphis rosea) hatched in Clinton County April 26. First of season 
noted in Niagara County April 23, with hatch probably complete in all zones by 
April 27. Pest observed within a few hundred feet of Lake Ontario in that County, 
April 26, First of season observed in Orleans County April 25, started hatching 
in Oswego County and found hatched in Monroe County lake orchards April 26. BLACK 
CHERRY APHID (Myzus cerasi) observed within a few hundred feet of Lake Onterio in 
Niagara County, April 26. TENT CATERPILLARS hatched and formed nests in Nassau 
County. Both adults and eggs of RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) 
noted in early zone orchard in Niagara County, April 26. No egg masses observed 
in Ulster County. Moths first observed April 26 in Monroe County with very heavy 
hatch on following day. TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) unusually abundant 
in orchards examined in Ulster County; only one specimen observed in Clinton 
County. Some noted in early zone orchard in Niagara County, April 26. GRAPE FLEA 
BEETLE (Altica vitis) appeared in numbers in Niagara County, April 26. Very few 
TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITES (Tetranychus telarius) found in Suffolk County. EUROPEAN 
RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) hatched in Ulster County. Eggs appear rather plenti- 
ful this year in Orleans County. Some MITE activity noted on apples in Nassau 
County. Adult FLOWER FLIES observed in Clinton County and eggs noted in Niagara 
County. BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) noted in warm areas on birch in Nassau 
County. WHITE-PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes strobi) very active but very few eggs laid 

as of April 28. WHITE-PINE APHID (Cinara strobi) eggs hatched on red pine in 
Ithaca, Tompkins County, by April 26; nymphs now feeding on needles. This pest 
more abundant last fall than in previous year on white, red and other pines in 
State. PINE BARK APHID (Pineus strobi) females began oviposition; eggs found 
last week. Stalks of sweet corn in Hudson Valley with overwintering EUROPEAN 
CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) population sharply reduced by birds; no pupae 
found. First MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) of season found April 27 in 
Tompkins County; pest may be found throughout State except in higher elevations 
and far northern counties on forage crops. Other forage crop insects commonly 
found include TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris), Sitona sp., CLOVER LEAF- 
HOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) and ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica); all 
stages of the latter species found in Hudson Valley. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.).

MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Lw.)) 4 times in baggage for Texas and 
Missouri destinations, at Laredo, Texas. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) 13 times; at Honolulu, Hawaii, 
8 times in baggage for California destinations; at Tampa, Florida, one time in 
stores; at San Pedro, California, one time in baggage for California; and at Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, 3 times in stores. 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium Everts) 21 times; at Honolulu, Hawaii, one time 
in mail; at San Pedro, California, one time in cargo of pigeon peas; at Galveston, 
Texas, one time in stores; at Charleston, South Carolina, 3 times (one in ship's 
hold, one in stores and one in cargo of "myrobalan nuts" for South Carolina); at 
Baltimore, Maryland, one time in cargo of gum arabic in transit; at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, 4 times in ship's hold (in cargo of "myrobalan nuts" for Maryland 
destination, in cargo of cumin seed for Maryland and in stores); and New York, 

New York, 10 times in cargoes of gum karaya, cumin seed and gum arabic for New 

York and New Jersey. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Miller)) 8 times; at Miami, Florida, one time; 

at Norfolk, Virginia, one time in cargo for Virginia; at Detroit, Michigan, one 

time in stores; at New Orleans, Louisiana, 2 times with general cargo for Mississippi 
and Louisiana; and at New York, New York, 3 times (in general cargo for New York, in 
cut flower cargo for Arizona and in baggage for New York). 


A NEOTROPICAL SUBTERRANEAN TERMITE (Heterotermes convexinotatus (Snyder)) in palm nuts 
in baggage at Nogales, Arizona. 


A LYGAEID (Myodocha sp.) (not in U. S. National Museum) with pineapple cargo for Texas 
distribution at Hidalgo, Texas. 


A COCCID (Furcaspis sp.) (undescribed species) on cargo of chamaedorea leaves at San 
Antonio, Texas. 


DURRA STALK BORER (Sesamia cretica Led.) 3 times; at New York, New York, one time for 
local delivery and at Baltimore, Maryland, 2 times in broomcorn cargo for Maryland and 
Canadian destinations. 


A BRUCHID (Callosobruchus analis (F.)) (a destructive species in parts of southern 
Asia) in stores at Houston, Texas. 


A WEEVIL (Rhynchites sp.) (a genus of weevils of importance to several fruit crops in 
Europe, Japan, etc.) in cherries in baggage destined for Massachusetts, at New York, 
New York. 


EGGPLANT FRUIT BORER (Leucinodes orbonalis Guen.) in eggplant in stores from West 
Africa, at Boston, Massachusetts. 


GOLDEN NEMATODE (Heterodera rostochiensis Woll.) (10 cysts) at San Pedro, California, 
in soil with Ribes sp. in plane baggage. Plant was intended for planting in California. 
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
